Both 
measures  involve  city  Igans  for  useful  and 
necessary  works,  which  can  now  proceed- 
n be  Willows  Park  by  law  was  defeated  by 
nearly  three  to  one.  as  under  all  the  circum- 
siancei  it  should  have  been. 

It  IS  difficult  to  account  for  (he  fact  that 
only  about  .one  in  six  of  the  registered  prop- 
erty owners  of  the  community  voted  on  these 
issues  One  can  understand  the  pressure  of 
private  affairs  detaining  a few.  holidays  per- 
hap«  more,  and  sickness  or  other  unpredict- 
able causes  a smalt  balance.  What,  however,

By  HELEN  BANNERMAN 
Canadian  Preu  Staff  Writer 
r OCTTAWA.  July  as  <Fi.-Any  girl 
with  a nune's  diploma  and  a yen 
for  adventure  la  sure  of  a warm 
welcome  at  the  Health  Department  s 
Indian  and  Esklmu  Health  Service 
headquarters  here — especially  If  she 
haa  had  experience  with  tuberculoals. 

The  health  service,  headed  by  Or. 
P.  E.  Moore,  acting  superintendent, 
Is  out  to  beat  the  deadly  respiratory 
diseases  which  take  annual  toll  of 
Indian  lives,  and  Is  campaigning  for 
100  more  nurses  In  addition  to  the 
llS  they  already  have.  Twenty  more 
doctors  will  soon  be  enlisted  In  the 
fight. 

The  girls  will  staff  the  pruent  434 
Indian  hoaplials.  new  onea  to  be 
opened,  and  nuraing  atallons  In  out- 
lying regions  The  service  already 
has  39  fuli-Ume  and  700  part-time 
physicians.  In  addition,  Mounlles' 
wives  and  other  "field  matrons" 
with  some  medical  training,  help 
out  ih  the  more  remote  regions. 

So  far  most  hospitals  are  in  the 
settled,  aouthern  parts  of  the  coun* 
try.  Canada's  116.316  Indians  are 
scattered  between  Eskaaonl  Reserve 
on  Cape  Breton  Island  and  the 
Coqualeetxa  Hospital  at  Sardis.  BC. 

Stations  In  Esklmu  lands  are  In 
the  blueprint  stage,  but  are  not 
expected  to  be  completed  this  year. 
The  white  man's  diseases  have  hit 
Eskimos  In  some  sectioiu  hard.
